Additional Backup Information

This contract provides IDEXX vessels, trays & supplies for the Austin Water Utility (AWU), Laboratory Services
Division. The IDEXX Quanti-Trays are designed to specifically fit the Quanti-tray insert and Quanti-Tray sealing
machine that the lab already owns. These supplies are used to perform the Colilert-18 procedure, a Total

coliform/E .coli testing procedure that produces confirmed test results in an 18-hour turnaround time, which is critical
to AWU’s customers, including the construction inspection staff, as well as for our AWU'’s Total Coliform Rule
compliance monitoring. The AWU laboratory is accredited to perform the Colilert-18 testing procedure using the
IDEXX method.

This sole source contract was awarded in 2008, in an amount of $90,000 for the initial 36-month contract. The
recommended council action is to approve an Amendment No. 1 to add the funding for the second and third year of
the initial contract term in the amount of $30,000 per year, and to authorize three 12-month extension options in the
amount of $30,000 per extension option, for a final contract value of $180,000.
